patch has been received here 
Monterey, Mexico, stating that 
Nieves Hernandez, one of the popular 
and widely known officers in the Mex- 
ican army, was sentenced, Saturday, to 
be shot 'for alleged complicity in the 
raid made by Catarino Gar?a and his 
force of men at Mier, Mexico, on De- 
cember 18. Hernandez 
was in com- 


mand of the garrison at Mier at that 
time, and it is charged that he did. not 
make a determined effort to capture the 
revolutionists when he had them in his 
grasp, lie and his forces, 
however, 


met the Garza men a short distance 
from Mier and the revolutionists were 
defeated in a sharp engagement that 
ensued. 


Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, the commander 


of the northern military zone of Mex- 
ico, was not satisfied with the action of 
Hernandez,- anil ordered him to be 
placed under arrest anil conveyed to 
Monterey in irons. 
This n'a.s done, 


and ilcrnande/., upon his arrival at 
Monterey, was placed in the military 
jjrison where be has been treated with 
the greatest cruelty duriug the past 
few weeks. 
His court martial began a 


few days ago and was conducted with 
the utmost secrecy. The jury rendered 
their verdict Saturday at noon. The 
death sentence was pronounced.

bravery born of u. soldier.

Thomas Garza, 
United States deputy marshal, who 
was arrested on .suspicion of being a 
revolutionist, was also released, the 
grand jury failing to iind a bill against 
him. 


The grand jury criticised the customs 


officers and deputy marshals for mak- 
ing- arrests for petty offences and seiz- 
ure of horses without sufficient cause. 
In Its report the grand jury states that 
it is convinced that many violations of 
the neutrality laws have been commit- 
ted by citizens of Mexico and Mexican 
extraction, but comparatively few in- 
dictment were found for these offences, 
as it u as impossible to get eviilenco 
aguint them, as a large uumbei1 of 
Mexican residents of the Texas fron- 
tier are shielding- the offenders.
